The government boun- 
ty of 100 acres was never located by 
him. The government tracts in Ohio 
have all beec taken up and. if it-is 
proved that he never received 
any 


definite location, he will doubtless be 
awarded a new tract in some of the 
srovej nmeatjs land .in the -west which 
has not beeh~tafceir up.

been assassinated and that tte Jap- i 
anese consul general was seriously j 
wounded. Prince Ito -was killed. Mr- 
Fletcher said, on his arrival at the 
railroad station at Harbin, by a Ko- 
rean. Ths assassin was immeaiately 
overpowered and placed under ar- 
rest. He said several of his relatives 
had been ordered executed by Prince 
Ito while the latter was a resident 
general of Korea, and that he caaae 
to Harbin with the express intention 
of killing Ito and avei>ging himself 
and his country. 


Prince Ito. as resident general of 


Korea, ruled the land with an iron 
hand. He punished rebels in a man- 
ner that soon put.an end to the out- 
breaks.

bin. Prince Ito was on a diplomatic 
mission in Manchuria-

ter of the mission has not been
